The Didsbury Post Office is 
not on strike, however the na¬ 
tional strike will affect them and 
you as a consumer. 

Chris Meyer, the local Post¬ 
master explains that the local 
branch of Canada Post does not 
belong to Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers (CUPW) and 
therefore will not be walking any 
picket lines during the strike. 
CUPW is the largest postal work¬ 
ers union and affects all of the 
major centres across the coun¬ 
try. The local post office belongs 
to the second largest postal un¬ 
ion. 

"The only thing we are doing 
is delivering to the people of Dids¬ 
bury," says Meyer. Any mail sent 
to Didsburians from other cities 
that must go through a sorting 
plant will not make it this far. 

So Didsbury consumers can 
still mail letters and they will be 
delivered within the town How¬ 
ever, mailing anything adi Ire- sed 
outside Didsbury will gel caught 
up in the pile of mail that will 
stand stagnant until CUPW goes 
back to work. 

Carstairs and Crossfield are 
not on strike either but, because 
there is no highway service be¬ 
tween the towns (CUPWprovides 
the truck routes) mail addressed 
to either location will end up tied 
up also. If a consumer has mail 
for Carstairs or Crossfield and 
drops it off at that particular 
post office it will be delivered. 

All of this means the local em¬ 
ployees are still on the job but 


with very little for them to do. 

"We aren't getting any mail 
coming in so...," says Meyer. Be¬ 
fore the strike Canada Post esti¬ 
mated that mail volumes had al¬ 
ready dropped 50%. 

The local workers are catch¬ 
ing up on things like records and 
book-ke eping in the meantime. 

The mail freeze up will also 
cause problems for those people 
in Didsbury who depend on 
cheques and payments made by 
the government. 

Under an agreement reached 
in October between Canada Post 
Corporation and the CUPW, the 
postal service will deliver Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada cheques on 
Nov. 20 and 26. Most cheques 
will continued to be delivered by 
mail, with deliveries taking place 
on or before payment due dates. 
A telephone enquiry service at 1- 
800-440-7744 is available to in¬ 
form customers of delivery dates 
for specific payments. An inter¬ 
net site is also available at 
www.cheques.gc.ca. 

Employment Insurance and 
Human Resources Development 
Canada trainee benefit cheques 
will also be delivered by mail on 
the aforementioned dates. How¬ 
ever, if the strike continues be¬ 
yond those dates, further cheques 
will be available for pick-up from 
distribution centres to be estab¬ 
lished by Human Resources De¬ 
velopment Canada. Clients will 
be able to drop off their report 
cards for these programs at the 
distribution centres or at their 
local HRDC office.

Runway extension delayed 

Coun. Don Watt reported to 
town council that the runway 
extension planned for next year 
has been delayed due to unex¬ 
pected additional costs. The 
council agreed to accept an 
$80,000 grant for the construc¬ 
tion of the runway, however any 
costs over and above would have 
to be paid by the towns of Olds 
and Disbury who jointly own 
the airport. Watt said there are 
problems with drainage at the 
end of the strip. 

"It turned out $80,000 will 
not cover the cost of the project," 
said Watt. He suggested any fur¬ 
ther discussion regarding the 
extension be delayed until 
spring. The motion was passed 
unanimously. 

Danger to students 

Town council was ap¬ 
proached by a newly formed 
committee called the Didsbury 
Traffic Flow Committee asking 
for town office representation 
in their group. The committee 
is a joint cooperation of the 
three schools' parent councils. 
Its intent is to look at solutions 
to the parking and traffic flow 
problems at the schools during 
the drop off and dismissal times 
which is the time when heavier 
traffic flow possesses the great¬ 
est danger to the students. 

"We've had incidents where 
kids were almost run over," 
said the interim chair of the 
committee Dorothy Fischer. 
She said they are also con¬ 
cerned about parents who are 
parking in areas that are 
clearly marked for school 
buses only. Council appointed 
Coun. Don Watt and Wes Yeo¬ 
man, director of engineering 
as a liaison to the committee. 

Assessments set 

Council adopted a bylaw to 
use 1997 property assess¬ 
ments for taxation purposes 
in 1998. However, every year 
after this the town is required 
by law to do assessments every 
year and can not bring for¬ 
ward ones from previous 
years. 


Criminal cheeks charged 

Further to a request by Sgt. 
Ron Platz of the local RCMP, 
council unanimously voted to 
charge a $10 fee for criminal 
record checks. Platz was con¬ 
cerned that this procedure was 
not part of the mandate of the 
police department and the rate 
of people requesting the checks 
is sharply increasing. Youth or¬ 
ganizations will be exempt from 
the fee.

The Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation were granted permission 
to canvas Didsbury during the 
month of February.

High school commended 

The graduating class of 1998 
has already started their plan¬ 
ning and fund-raising for gradu¬ 
ation. They have asked the town 
council that they are permitted 
to use the use the gazebo in 
their plans. The idea is that 
they will light up the structure 
with white Christmas lights and 
would sell each light for about 
$1 to sponsors. They were also 
granted permission to have 
sleigh rides on town streets on 
the evening of Dec. 13 as part of 
the initial lighting ceremony. 
The Town of Didsbury will pick 
up the cost of the power to keep 
the lights running for the twelve 
days of Christmas. 

The council discussed the 
high amount of general fund¬ 
raising being done by the kids 
in the high school that is most 
often donated to local causes like 
the service clubs or the foodbank. 
Coun. Dorothy Moore-Anderson 
said, "They deserve our commen¬ 
dation."

New road projects planned 


Main Street 
may continue

The town has been given a 
budget of more than half a mil¬ 
lion dollars from Alberta Trans¬ 
portation and Utilities to im¬ 
prove the streets of Didsbury. 

At their meeting last week 
the town council approved ten 
improvement projects within 
the town. 

Wes Yeoman director of en¬ 
gineering for the town of Dids¬ 
bury says although he hopes 
all of the planned projects will 
be completed it may not hap¬ 


pened as planned. He explains 
that when putting out the ten¬ 
der for construction work he 
has discovered that the com¬ 
panies are so busy their bids 
are coming in higher than ex¬ 
pected. 

"Some of the projects on the 
list may not get done depending 
on the bids. It will only be as 
funding permits," says Yeoman 
explaining he and his depart¬ 
ment can not go over budget no 
matter what happens. 

The engineer, Lee Maher from 


Calgary, was hired last week to 
create all of the designs. The 
remainder of the engineering 
job will be done by Yeoman 
himself. 

The next step is that all de¬ 
signs must be submitted and 
approved by the end of Febru¬ 
ary so they can be sent into 
Alberta Transportation and 
Utilities in time for the prov¬ 
ince's fiscal year deadline. 

"The construction would 
start after the spring thaw," 
says Yeoman.

When the Main Street Program first arrived the town it was 
required to sign a contract agreeing to put up enough money to 
share administrative costs, including wages, and provide the office 
space. The total cost per year is about $25,000 to $30,000 per year. 
Each businesses willing to participate in the project and "return 
their buildings to the past" provides a share of the cost for their 
building project and Alberta Historical Resources covers costs 
over and above. Other funding comes from sources such as the 
Canadian Job Strategy Program and the Alberta Community 
Employment program. 

Mohr says although the Main Street Project is only downtown, 
he believes there are spin off benefits to everyone in town because 
it creates a personality for the town which attracts visitors. 

'It's a project meant to benefit the town as a whole," says Mohr. 
He adds, "What we are doing is changing the face of downtown... 
trying to develop a strong identity.” 

Mohr admits the project has taken some critism because of time 
delays, but he says once things got rolling, they really started to 
pick up. 

The issue of extension will be taken to town council in January 
or February and if they endorse it, the application will then be 
taken to Alberta Historical Resources in the spring for final 
approval. 

Mohr says he encourages residents to also help the process by 
writing a letter describing what they think of the "new and 
improved" downtown that can be included in the application. Drop 
correspondence off at the Main Street Office and it will be sent 
along to the approving authority. 


Foul play not suspected In 
Carstairs railroad track death 


Didsbury RCMP have con¬ 
cluded their investigation into 
the death of Andre Vaillant who 
was killed on the railroad tracks 
in Carstairs in September. 

The police consulted with 
the Vaillant family members 
and witnesses to the accident 
and due to the information 
they received have ruled out 
any foul play. 


On the night of Sept. 6 a 
Canadian Pacific Railway en¬ 
gineer spotted a person sitting 
on the tracks. The engineer 
blew the whistle to try to get 
Vaillant'8 attention, however 
was unable to do so. The train 
could not to stop in time and 
Vaillant, 22 of Calgary, was 
killed instantly. 

Some suspicions arose af¬ 


ter the accident from the 
friends and family of Vaillant, 
that the incident may not have 
been an accident and instead 
suggested Vaillant was beaten 
up in a drunken fight and put 
on the tracks purposely. 

Upon investigation the 
RCMP disagree that there was 
any foul play involved. The 
case is now officially closed.

Teachers are overpaid... right? A new perspective

I am outraged to learn that 
once again Correctional Services 
Canada is writing hefty cheques 
on the Canadian taxpayers ac¬ 
count for the amusement of crimi¬ 
nals. 

It has been brought to my at¬ 
tention that millions of dollars 
are about to be spent to build a 
brand new second exercise yard 
for the inmates at Millhaven In¬ 
stitute. Public Works closed the 
tendering for the fencing con¬ 
tract on Nov. 17, 1997. 

The architectural design has 
just been completed. The costs of 
the fencing alone was between 
$250,000 and $500,000. This 
doesn’t include new towers, sur¬ 
veillance equipment and gym 
equipment.

I'm fed up with these teachers 
and their outrageous salary grids.

$145,500. Uhh?

Baby-sit¬ 
ting wages are too good for these 
teachers. Did anyone see a sal¬ 
ary grid around here?

Some one-and-a-half million 
Canadian children live in low-in- 
come families and many go to 
school in clothing that is not warm 
enough for cold winter days. For 
sustenance, many depend upon 
our donations to a food bank. 
Their parents, often single moth¬ 
ers, are faced with a continual 
quandary of choosing 
between medicine to 
combat their child’s ill¬ 
ness or a badly needed 
new snow suit. 

I believe Canadian 
children - all Canadian 
children - deserve a bet¬ 
ter start in life. I know 
that most Canadians 
share this conviction. 

We live in an eco¬ 
nomically successful country. We 
can afford to invest in our chil¬ 
dren. And an investment in our 
children is an investment in 
Canada. We need to remember 
that those million and a half kids 
will become tomorrow’s commu¬ 
nity leaders, responsible parents 
and workers. These children are 
the collective future of Canada. 
We must do what we can to help 
improve their lives. 

We have seen the studies, and 
they all come to the same conclu¬ 
sion: poverty kills potential. It 
robs a child of the physical, emo¬ 
tional and intellectual nourish¬ 
ment necessary for the child to 
grow into a self-reliant adult and 
contributing member of society. 

Children who come from im¬ 
poverished homes - homes that 
lack adequate food and clothing - 
are almost twice as likely to fail 
in their studies and drop out of 
school. They are more apt to be 
in trouble with the law. They are 
more likely to be sick, or pregnant, 
or use drugs or, the ultimate trag¬ 
edy, take their own lives. And 
when they grow up, they are more 
likely to be unemployed and de¬ 
pendent on social programs. 

I am not saying poverty alone 



causes all problems later in life. 
Or that reducing child poverty 
will solve all these problems. Only 
parents can give their children the 
love, support and affection they 
need. But as a caring society - a 
society that has a long tradition 
of looking out for one another - 
we must do what we can to help. 

Fortunately, governments are 
learning to listen. The Govern¬ 
ment of Canada and the provin¬ 
cial and territorial 
governments ac¬ 
knowledge that we 
must address this 
problem in a mean¬ 
ingful way. Govern¬ 
ments are learning to 
work together better. 

Back in June 1996, 
Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien and provin¬ 
cial and territial first 
ministers asked that both levels 
of government work together bet¬ 
ter for children living in poverty. 
We have found a simple way - a 
straightforward investment that 
is more intelligent and active in 
getting benefits and services to 
poor children. 

In the February 1997 Budget, 
the Government of Canada com¬ 
mitted $850 million to create an 
enriched Canada Child Tax Ben¬ 
efit. This new investment will give 
much-needed support to 1.4 mil¬ 
lion Canadian families and help 
more than 2.5 million children. 

In the Speech from the Throne 
on September 23rd, we commit¬ 
ted to at least double this $850 
million investment over the 
course of our current mandate. 
This will bring the total Govern¬ 
ment of Canada investment in the 
well-being of our children to al¬ 
most $7 billion per year. 

The Government of Canada's 
commitment to provide more in¬ 


come support for low-income 
families will enable our provincial 
and territorial partners to redirect 
some of their welfare funds into 
complementary benefits and serv¬ 
ices. This means that the Quebec 
provincial government will have 
the use of an additional $150 mil¬ 
lion dollars to re-invest in pro¬ 
grams and services for its citizens. 
This is the basis for the National 
Child Benefit System. Working 
parents could receive support for 
child care or payments for dental 
care or drug plans, or perhaps 
higher income benefits for all low 
income families to take children 
out of the welfare system. 

I believe the most effective way 
to combat child poverty is to help 
parents find sustainable employ¬ 
ment. But the current patchwork 
of programs has built a “welfare 
wall.” Families on social assist¬ 
ance receive substantially more 
child benefits than families living 
below the poverty line whose par¬ 
ents are working. 

It’s not a question of some 
families getting too much money; 
it’s a question of certain families 
not getting enough help. This 
structure is an obvious disincen¬ 
tive for parents who want to work. 
The process of developing the 
National Child Benefit helped us 
to see this clearly and focus on the 
best way to support children of 
poor families. And we concluded 
that the best way is to help their 
parents climb over the “welfare 
wall” and move into the 
workforce. 

The National Child Benefit is 
not a panacea. It alone will not 
eliminate poverty. But it will help 
improve the living standards of 
hundreds of thousands of Cana¬ 
dian children. That, in itself, is an 
excellent start in the right direc¬ 
tion.

Department of Transportation s 
proposal will cost farmers money 

Dear Editor, 

In an attempt to hide behind the guise of safety, the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation and Utilities is proposing, through regu¬ 
latory changes, that all farm truck-trailer units over 24,300 kg 
gross vehicle weight would be required to purchase commercial 
plates, use unmarked fuel, maintain a driver log book and have 
yearly vehicle inspections among other things. 

The cost of purchasing commercial plates varies by size of the 
vehicle, but at a minimum, farmers will pay an additional $1,000 
to $3,200 ayear. In addition, the use of unmarked fuel, aside from 
increasing costs, may result in farmers having to purchase extra 
storage tanks, further increasing the likelihood of environmental 
problems. Yearly inspections based on commercial usage of the 
vehicle also seems inappropriate given the low number of miles 
travelled in comparison to a commercial trucker. Elevator ration¬ 
alization and rail line abandonment have forced farmers into 
buying larger trucks in order to make economical use of their 
time. The Minister recently announced an extension to receiving 
input, but this only further adds to our belief that this is not a 
safety issue but a money issue. 

Safety is certainly a concern to all who drive on our highways. 
No one can object to ensuring road reliable vehicles and the farm 
community general supports any safety initiative. There would 
be absolutely no objection to adopting a fair and equitable safety 
practice for farm vehicles, but this initiative only shows to be an 
aggressive tax grab that hardly recognizes the realities of farming 
today. Contact your MLA and the minister's office or contact the 
Wild Rose Agricultural Producers office and voice your concern in 
this matter.

Klein's decision not to hold Health Au¬ 
thority elections in 1998is not right 


Dear Editor, 

That the Premier has re¬ 
neged on his promise during 
the last election campaign is 
not surprising. After all, elec¬ 
tions are opposed by Tory and 
corporate heavy weight Bud 
McCaig, Chair of the Calgary 
Health Authority. 

To Ralph Klein who cam¬ 
paigned on keeping his prom¬ 
ises, McCaig's Tory connections 
obviously outweigh public sup¬ 
port and even the support of 
Tory rank and file members for 
elections. The Premier is ig¬ 
noring the wishes of his own 
party because he knows that 
elected representatives on 
health authorities would likely 
end the rapid privatisation of 
health services in both Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary. 

Klein knows that the public 
opposes private health care and 
fears the gradual introduction 
of two tiered for-profit medi¬ 
cine in Alberta. But the lobby¬ 
ing of McCaig and Neil 
Wilkinson, Chair of the Edmon¬ 
ton Health Authority, have ap¬ 
parently convinced him that if 
given enough time we can be 
made to like American style for 
(big) profits health care. Elec¬ 
tions would clearly put a stop 
to this flirtation. 

It has been argued that as 
the Health Authorities do not 
raise taxes, they should not be 
held accountable through elec¬ 
tions. Instead, we need only to 
hold the provincial government 
accountable for health care. 
However, if we use this test 
what do we do with elected 
school boards which have tax¬ 
ing power but lack the power to 
spend what they collect. The 
province tells them how much 
they can spend. 


In truth in a federal system, 
money for all levels of govern¬ 
ment comes ultimately from the 
taxpayer and is distributed in a 
marble cake fashion through¬ 
out our governing system by 
various levels of government. 
Taking the argument on taxing 
powers to its logical conclusion 
might suggest that we elect only 
one national government and 
hold them responsible for the 
decisions by every other level 
of government. 

More compelling that neat 
constitutional or legal argu¬ 
ments is the demand of the 
public for elections of the 
Health Authorities in 1998. 
Health Authorities spend bil¬ 
lions of our dollars every year 
but ignore the public unless em¬ 
barrassed by the media with 
another story of lack of plan¬ 
ning, incompetence or arro¬ 
gance. Alberta's Health Au¬ 
thorities have failed the four 
basic tests of a public health 
care system. 

1. Does it meet the needs of 
the public and society? 

2. Are efforts being made to 
eliminate profit making from 
health care? 

3.1s the system accountable? 

4. Do patients and health 
care workers have input into 
decision making? 

This is why we need elec¬ 
tions in 1998 even if it is incon¬ 
venient to the provincial cabi¬ 
net. It is time we took back our 
health care system from the 
Tory hacks and fellow travel¬ 
lers who sit on these Authori¬ 
ties and have the audacity to 
lobby openly against elections.

Coalition keeps up pressure 


A coalition of farm and 
business organizations is 
stepping up its campaign 
against Bill C-4, the new Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board (CWB) 
Act. 

Coalition members have 
been telephoning, faxing and 
e-mailing the offices of Wheat 
Board Minister Ralph 
Goodale. Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Lyle Vanclief and MPs on 
the parliamentary committee 
studying the legislation. 

"We fail to see how the gov¬ 
ernment can justify some¬ 
thing that is so universally 
opposed by farmers," says coa¬ 
lition spokesperson Kevin 
Archibald. 

Archibald says there are in¬ 
dications that Liberal mem¬ 
bers of the parliamentary 
committee are split over the 
inclusion clause, a provision 
that would allow crops to be 
added to the Wheat Board 
monopoly. 

"The inclusion clause is a 
threat to investment, to Cana¬ 
da's trade relationships and 
to jobs and economic growth," 
says Archibald. "It will pit 
farmers against each other in 
bitter plebiscite battles and 
threatens the very existence 
of the Wheat Board." 

While it appears the mes¬ 
sage is getting through, 
Archibald says Liberal com¬ 
mittee members are under 
tremendous political pressure 
to let the Bill pass in its 
present form. 


All farm and industry 
groups representing non- 
Board crops have expressed 
opposition to the inclusion 
clause. The coalition says the 
provision files in the face of 
farmers' demands for more 
marketing choices and caters 
to a small, but vocal minor¬ 
ity. 

The coalition has advocated 
removal of both the inclusion 
and exclusion clauses. 
Archibald says the clauses will 
simply allow the federal gov¬ 
ernment to hide behind the 
CWB board of directors while 
giving it no real power to make 
changes in the marketing sys¬ 
tem.

Western Canadian Wheat

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Nigerian fraud scheme circulating in Didsbury

Local RCMP are again warn¬ 
ing residents that the area is 
being solicited for a money grab¬ 
bing scam out of Nigeria. 

Sgt. Ron Platz of the Dids¬ 
bury RCMP says a letter from 
the "Nigerian National Petro¬ 
leum Corporation," has once 
again surfaced at a local busi¬ 
ness. 

Platz reminds the public that 
this is a scam, and the commer¬ 
cial crime units across the prov¬ 
ince are aware of this fraudu¬ 
lent scheme but are unable to 
prosecute unless someone actu¬ 
ally gives the company money, 
something you should not do. 

The letter signed by a so- 
called Dr. John Amadi states 
that an "urgent confidential busi¬ 
ness relationship" is requested 
regarding the transfer of more 
than $28 million into your bank 


account. It further says that the 
letter is being sent by a group of 
government officials in Nigeria 
who have discovered there was 
some money in government ac¬ 
counts that had been "grossly 
over-invoiced" to foreign con¬ 
tractor. They say they must 
transfer the money out of the 
country and request your as¬ 
sistance, for which you will be 
rewarded 30% of the $28 million 
dollars. 

The letter goes on to say 
these officials can not be identi¬ 
fied and must remain confiden¬ 
tial due to their sensitive gov¬ 
ernmental positions. A phone 
number is provided for you to 
call. 

Platz says when someone calls 
the number and gives the crimi¬ 
nals their bank account number, 
money is transferred out of and 
not into the account. 


"Fortunately nobody to date 
has responded to them,” says 
Sgt. Platz. He reports about six 
Didsbury business owners and 
individuals have been sent this 
letter in the past six months 
and it is also circulating around 
Canada. 

Platz explains the RCMP are 
not entirely sure how these 
scam artists choose their tar¬ 
gets, but he warns anyone, es¬ 
pecially senior citizens, who re¬ 
ceive this letter or anything 
like it should report it to the 
police and do not get involved 
with this company in any way.

People filling out surveys re¬ 
garding the relocation of town 
office to make room for an up¬ 
dated RCMP detachment seem 
to be in favor of the idea. 

To qualify that statement, 
only seven surveys had been 
completed as of last Thursday, 
four of which were in favor of 
the idea. 

The RCMP headquarters have 
told the town that the local 
detachment is no longer suit¬ 
able due to it's lack of holding 
facilities. To answer this prob¬ 
lem the town administration put 


together a number of options 
including building a new de¬ 
tachment, expanding the exist¬ 
ing one, moving in the empty 
portion of the court building 
and making the move into town 
office and moving town staff to 
the court building. 

In another town expense is¬ 
sue, concerns have arisen re¬ 
garding the actual cost savings 
of the contract with Canadian 
Western Natural Gas to do wa¬ 
ter meter readings on behalf of 
the town. The contract stipu¬ 
lates a 30 cents per reading 
charge be paid to CWNG. 


Wes Yeoman, town engineer, 
says although his own staff used 
to do the job as part of their job 
description, it was becoming in¬ 
efficient and the contract was 
struck. He says things like 
maintaining fire hydrants were 
being left by the wayside be¬ 
cause of lack of time. 

Yeoman says the cost saving 
factor comes in because three 
employees have recently left the 
town street crews and he will 
not have to replace them be¬ 
cause the meter readings are 
now someone else's responsibil¬ 
ity.

WHEN TO REMOVE LENSES 


Only extended-wear contact 
lenses may be worn round the 
clock, awake and sleeping. 
While extended-wear contact 
lenses are a type of soft lens, 
not all soft lenses are designed 
for extended wear. 

Standard hard and soft 
contact lenses should be 
removed for sleeping (yes, 
even naps) since corneal 
swelling may occur due to a 
reduction of available oxygen. 
If you should inadvertently 
fall asleep while wearing 
standard lenses, instill a few 
drops of saline solution (for 
soft lenses) or lubricating eye 
drops in the eyes to loosen the 
lenses before attempting to 
remove them. 


Unless otherwise in¬ 
structed, you should also 
remove lenses before swim¬ 
ming or showering. Water 
could enter your eyes; the 
lenses might shift, fall out, or 
float away. In addition, soft 
lenses could absorb chemicals 
(such as chlorine) and 
impurities from the water. 
One possibility, if this is 
inconvenient, is to wear 
special swimming goggles.

Presenting genetic information to Didsburians

If you were sick and had the 
opportunity to clone yourself to 
'grow' badly needed bone mar¬ 
row to cure yourself, would you? 

That is the very type of ques¬ 
tion two local men are trying to 
address with a Christian angle. 

Harold Johnsrude and his son- 
in-law, Trevor Sanche almost 
stumbled upon a moonlighting 
opportunity when they began to 
take a closer look at the incred¬ 
ible advances in medical technol¬ 
ogy. 

Born out of a personal inter¬ 
est, Sanche, a teacher, has a de¬ 
gree in biology majoring in cell 
biology and embryology and 
Johnsrude's wife is a nurse, the 
two began to research the vast 
industry of genetics and ethics. 

"We gathered some informa¬ 
tion on the issues and put to¬ 
gether a class," says Johnsrude 
simply. 

It couldn't quite be called a 
speaking tour, but the pair have 
been talking to local church 
classes about the ramifications of 
the future of genetic engineer¬ 
ing. 

"It's a pretty hot topic these 
days," says Sanche pointing to 
the media frenzy over the sheep 
named Dolly. "It's probably one of 
the biggest money making busi¬ 
nesses in the world right now." 

Therein lies the problem.

Johnsrude says, "The bottom 
line is we don't have a problem 
with technology... But, technol¬ 
ogy is running way ahead of medi¬ 
cal ethics." 

Sanche and Johnsrude say 
what they are presenting to peo¬ 
ple is a framework for Christians 
to make decisions. They present 
them with some of the alarming 


facts about the pace of this indus¬ 
try and create discussion. 

Sanche explains one specific 
element of genetic engineering. 
The Human Genome Project is a 
group of world renowned scien¬ 
tists attempting to sequence 
every gene within the human 
population. There are approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 genes in a human 


being and there are about 50,000 
different sequences of those 
genes. Sanche says he has re¬ 
cently spoken with one of the 
founders of the project who re¬ 
ports they are sequencing these 
genes at a rate of 10,000 genes 
per day. He explains that the abil¬ 
ity to find the genes gives way to 
the potential ability to manipu¬ 


late them. 

May we one day be able to 
make babies to order? 

May we grow new limbs to 
replace amputated ones? 

"It's fascinating and scary at 
the same time," says Sanche 
whose scientific background 
melds with his Christian belief 
system. 

Johnsrude says this is where 
he believes there should be an 
ethical hierachy for each indi¬ 
vidual that outlines what things 
should be considered and in what 
order. 

"Sometime in your life you are 
going to be confronted with it," 
he says. "It's an individual ethical 
decision that has to be made." 

Johnsrude explains that he 
and Sanche's class is not designed 
to make a decision for a person, 
but rather creates awareness of 
what is out there in the field of 
genetics and to create thought. 

Sanche says the reaction that 
he and Johnsrude have been get¬ 
ting from the people in the Dids¬ 
bury area is one of amazement. 

"Most people have never heard 
of this stuff and most are 
shocked," says Sanche. 

Johnsrude and Sanche have 
done two classes so far in local 
churches. They continue to col¬ 
lect information and research in 
their spare time to present to 
those who want to hear them.

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The largest source of common house dust, as determined by 
an analysis of vacuum cleaner contents, is animal and human 
hair and dander. I could tell you what the other parts are but 
believe me you are better off not knowing and if anyone ever 
offers to show you a microscopic view of one of the zillion dust 
mites that live in your mattress and are inhaled while you sleep, 
politely decline the offer. This is the stuff of nightmares. 

The proportion of the various ingredients, (in one’s house 
dust), varies depending upon the makeup of the household. If 
the only resident is a bald man who does not keep a pet then the 
hair content would be significantly lower. Dander would still be 
a factor however. You don't need hair to have dander. Dander is 
flakes of dead skin that fall from all parts of your person and if 
you look at the inside of your black knee sock you will get an 
inkling as to how much of it might accumulate in a week. 

I have never analysed the contents of our vacuum cleaner 
and I have no intention of doing so but I'll bet the hair content 
is way up there. The two full time human residents of this house 
are well furred and our regular family visitors have loads of hair. 
I do haircuts for a couple of family members, we have a house cat, 
and our son's dog comes in occasionally.

Or, "when the 
last trump is sounded I will be washing clothes." We used to 
speculate about some of our friends and relatives. Auntie 
Georgia would be baking. Uncle Paul, playing golf, Auntie 
Esther and Uncle Irl would be in a church related activity. 
Uncle Spike in his garden. I think I know where I will be. I'll 
be picking up hairs with a piece of damp toilet tissue.

Diabetes is a disease in which 
the body dees not produce or prop¬ 
erly use insulin, a hormone neces¬ 
sary to convert sugar, starches and 
other foods into energy needed for 
daily life. The ADA notes that there 
are two major types: Type 1, an 
autoimmune disease in which the 
body fails to produce any insulin, 
which usually occurs during child¬ 
hood or adolescence and accounts 


for five to ten per cent of diabetes; 
and Type 2, a metobolic disorder, 
which usually occurs after age 40. 

Siblings of people with Type 1 
diabetes and children of parents 
with the disease are most at risk for 
that strain. Risk factors for Type 2 
diabetes include a family history of 
the disease, obesity and lack of regu¬ 
lar exercise. African Canadians, 
Hispanics and First Nations people 
are more likely to have Type 2 diabe¬ 
tes than the general population. 


Warning signs of diabetes: 

Type 1: Frequent urination, 
unusual thirst, extreme hunger, 
unusual weight loss, extreme fa¬ 
tigue and irritability. 

Type 2: Any ofType 1 symptoms, 
frequent infections, blurred vision, 
cuts or bruises that are slow to heal, 
tingling or numbness in the hands 
or feet, recurring skin, gum or blad¬ 
der infections.

Common Ground: 
Depression, it's 
the blahs, isn't it?

Whether you call it being sad, 
down, the blues or the blahs, we 
have all dealt with depression. 
Most of us have found our way to 
deal with those times of depres¬ 
sion well. Whether we go out for 
a walk or run, or get involved in a 
favorite hobby, we usually have 
been able to manage our feelings. 
Coping and juggling has become 
a very big necessity in our day 
and age. Unfortunately, there is 
another side to this scenario. For 
some of us, the next blah-time 
could leave us unable to manage. 
Sadly, this episode could leave us 
confused and feeling out of con¬ 
trol because nothing we have 
done in the past or even new 
inventions we try can alleviate 
the depression. Frustration and 
fear can rise in ourselves, as well 
as our loved ones. They could be 
as frustrated and confused as you 
are because they do not know 
how to help. I wish to set out 
some guidelines that will distin¬ 
guish between common depres¬ 
sion or "clinical depression". 
Clinical depression is charac¬ 
terized as being ongoing or per¬ 
sistent. 

Some other symptoms are: 

• Feeling sad; feeling sad or 
blue most of the time, most 
days. 

• Marked decreased in in¬ 
terest or in pleasurable activi¬ 
ties; activities that used to bring 
pleasure such as pursuing hob¬ 
bies, spending time with family 
members or engaging in sexual 
activity, just aren't enjoyable 
anymore. 

• Changing appetite; experi¬ 
encing an increase or decrease 
in appetite may result in weight 


gain or loss. 

• Disturbed sleeping habits; 
experiencing difficulties in fall¬ 
ing asleep, waking up early in 
the morning or sleeping more 
than normal. 

• Change in activity; experi¬ 
encing restlessness or moving 
significantly slower than usual. 

• Fatigue or loss of energy ; a 
depressed person may complain 
of not having the energy to do 
things such as getting out of 
bed in the morning or going to 
work. 

• Feeling guilty or helpless, 
having low self esteem; you may 
feel very guilty over small or 
trivial matters. A depressed 
person may believe that they 
have little or no influence over 
events in their lives. 

• Decreased ability to con¬ 
centrate and/or make decisions; 
you may be unable to concen¬ 
trate, causing you to have diffi¬ 
culty remembering names or 
the content of television pro¬ 
grams. People may delay mak¬ 
ing decisions because they are 
clinically depressed. 

• Thinking about death or 
suicide; you may think seri¬ 
ously about killingyourself and 
may make plans to do so. 

- From Depression, What it 

is, What to do? From Alberta 
Health. 

I wish to emphasize at this 
time that any of us during the 
course of a common depression 
can experience these character¬ 
istics. It is when these charac¬ 
teristics become ongoing that 
professional help should be 
sought. So then the next ques¬ 
tion would be; Where do I go to 
seek help? You call your area 
Mental Health Clinic and ask 
for some help. They can help, 
and with treatment you'll start 
to enjoy life again - not endure 

it.

ing governance models that 
would provide producers with 
greater control over the CWB 
without losing the Crown 
Agency Status. 

Cash Buying 

Bill C-4 allows the CWB to 
purchase wheat and barley at 
a price other than the initial 
payment (cash buying). There 
are no restrictions on this cash 
buying authority. The CWB 
can purchase grain on a daily 
basis from farmers, grain com¬ 
panies or from overseas 


sources. It is undisputed that 
frequent use of cash buying 
will destroy producer confi¬ 
dence in price pooling. Pooling 
returns not only provides for 
fairness in sharing of premium 
markets among farmers but it 
is essential for producer ac¬ 
ceptance of single-desk selling 
and CWB programming of de¬ 
liveries through a constrained 
handling and transportation 
system. 


By the Advisory Commit¬ 
tee to the Canadian 
Wheat Board 

The official position of the 
Advisory Committee regard¬ 
ing Bill C-4, the legislation 
that will change the CWB, was 
presented to the Standing 
Committee on Agriculture and 
Agri-Food on Oct. 30. Five of 
the eleven Advisory Commit¬ 
tee members could not accept 
the position of the Committee. 
They decided to table a minor¬ 
ity report. The two reports 
expressed almost identical con¬ 
cerns on cash buying, the gov¬ 
ernance model, the inclusion 
clause, shorter pools and ne¬ 
gotiable producer certificates. 
The major difference between 
the majority and minority view 
was in strategy. The majority 
believed the major positions 
in Bill C-4 would be destruc¬ 
tive to the CWB and therefore 
felt Bill C-4 should be with¬ 
drawn. The minority believed 
taking a positive tone to the 
changes would be more benefi¬ 
cial in persuading the govern¬ 
ment dominated Standing Com¬ 
mittee to make changes to Bill 
C-4. In the end, neither strat¬ 
egy worked. The major con¬ 
cerns identified in both of the 
reports were not reflected in 
any changes to the Bill as it 
leaves the Committee stage. 
In fact, there were no changes 
at the Committee stage that 
reflected the concerns of any 
pro-CWB presenters. With 
only minor changes coming 
from the Standing Committee 
on Agriculture and Agri-Food, 
they now send this Bill "to the 
house with pride" as Liberal 
member Wayne Easter stated, 
for third and final reading. 

Changes to the CWB Act 

As members of the Advisory 
Committee to the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB), we are 
elected by you to carry your 
grain marketing interests. Our 
presentation explained that 
the major features of Bill C-4 
would destroy the pillars of 
the CWB and we called on the 
government to withdraw the 
Bill and support farmers in 
developing their own solu¬ 
tions. 

The government did not 
seem open to suggestions from 
any groups as they appear in¬ 
tent on ramming Bill C-4 
through as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. Unfortunately, this means 
it will be difficult for farmers 
to understand the full implica¬ 
tions of the Bill before it is 
passed. The House of Com¬ 
mons Standing Committee on 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
completed their review on Nov. 
6. The Bill now goes to the 
House of Commons for third 
and final reading the week of 
Nov. 17. It will then go to the 
Senate for approval. 

Crown Agency Status 

One of the Bill's largest 
changes will be the election of 
a Board of Directors which 
triggers an automatic change 
from a Crown Agency to a 
mixed enterprise. This loss of 
Crown Agency status will have 
serious implications for you 
as a farmer. It will allow the 
government to begin withdraw¬ 
ing its financial and political 
commitment to the CWB. Ero¬ 
sion of the CWB pillar of the 


In a few years, this could in¬ 
crease interest costs for farm¬ 
ers by as much as $100 million 
annually. The loss of Crown 
Agency status is like pulling 
the finger from the dike. Even¬ 
tually the whole structure will 
be washed away, just like the 
Crow freight rate. The Advi¬ 
sory Committee has made nu¬ 
merous presentations outlin- 


farmer-government partner¬ 
ship is already being demon¬ 
strated by the removal of the 
guarantee on adjustments to 
the initial payments. It is clear 
that many in government, and 
in particular those in the De¬ 
partment of Finance, will be 
relentlessly pushing the CWB 
to be self-reliant with no gov¬ 
ernment financial guarantees.

Contingency Fund 

The Bill established a con¬ 
tingency fund to backstop cash 
trading operations and guar¬ 
antee adjustments on initial 
payments. The fund would be 
created at farmer's expense. In 
the CWB presentation to the 
Standing Committee on Agri¬ 
culture and Agri-Food, Chief 
Commissioner Lome Hehn

estimated the fund could range 
in size from five to ten per cent 
of CWB revenue. With annual 
revenues approaching $6 bil¬ 
lion, as much as $600 million 
could be deducted from farm¬ 
ers. If the government main¬ 
tained the guarantees and cash 
trading was prohibited, this 
fund would not be necessary. 

Inclusion clause 

The Advisory Committee 
supported the addition of a 
clause in the CWB Act that 
would allow for the inclusion 
of other grains under the CWB 
marketing. However, a gov¬ 
ernment amendment put for¬ 
ward at the Committee stage 
excludes general farmer or¬ 
ganizations (GFO) from trig¬ 
gering the process. This means 
groups such as Wild Rose Ag¬ 
riculture Producers, Keystone 
Agriculture Producers and the 
National Farmers' Union will 
have no input. This does not 
seem fair when in fact these 
groups may have within their 
membership more producers 
of a particular grain than nar¬ 
rowly focused commodity or¬ 
ganizations. As well, the risk, 
under Article 1110 of NAFTA,

of having to pay millions of 
dollars in compensation to 
multinational grain traders if 
a grain is included under the 
CWB would deter the federal 
cabinet from ever passing the 
required regulations to facili¬ 
tate inclusion. 

Governance 

The government has repeat¬ 
edly stated that the partially 
elected Board of Directors "will 
put farmers in the driver's 
seat." In my view, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
The CEO and the other five 
appointed directors hold office 
at the pleasure of the Minister 
and can be fired at any time. 
As well, the federal govern¬ 
ment, through regulation can 
override any policy of the 
Board. The new structure will 
make the CWB even more vul¬ 
nerable than it currently is to 
political patronage appoint¬ 
ments and political interfer¬ 
ence in its operators. 

Other concerns about 
Bill C-4 

Bill C-4 allows for negoti¬ 
able producer certificates and 
pooling periods of less than a 
year. After careful study the 
Advisory Committee believes 
that these would not be in the 
best interests of farmers. 
There are a few positive minor 
changes to the CWB that are 
included in the Bill but they 
are overshadowed by the nega¬ 
tive aspects. Bill C-4 has the 
potential to quickly destroy 
price pooling and the govern¬ 
ment guarantees - two of the 
CWB's three pillars. If one 
breaks two legs of three leg¬ 
ged stool, it will collapse. With¬ 
out two of its core pillars, the 
CWB will also collapse. 


Proposed Compressor Station Unit Installation 


NOVA Gas Transmission Ltd. (NGTL) is proposing a two 
(2) unit addition at the existing Didsbury Compressor 
Station. The proposed addition includes the installation of 
two (2) gas turbine driven compressor units (totaling 1.2 
megawatts in power). These units will be installed in an 
existing compressor building on site which previously 
held a retired 11.0 megawatt compressor unit. Most of 
the support systems at Didsbury will be re-used for this 
installation. 

The Didsbury Compressor Station compresses sweet gas 
off of the existing NGTL Olds Lateral onto the existing 
NGTL Eastern Alberta System mainline system. The 
existing compressor station is located approximately 
6.4km north of Carstairs, 9.6km west on the Westcott 
road and 2.4km south. Construction of the facility is 
currently scheduled to begin in February 1998. 

NGTL is in the process of applying to the Alberta Energy 
and Utilities Board (AEUB) and Alberta Environmental 
Protection for the registration and permits to construct 
and operate the above compression facility.

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Film classification 
gives more info 


“Alberta’s new film classifica¬ 
tion categories give Albertans 
more information to help them 
make informed viewing choices 
for themselves and their families. ” 
Shirley McClellan Minister, Al¬ 
berta Community Development. 

Albertans will soon have more 
information when making deci¬ 
sions about the movies they watch, 
now that the Alberta government 
has adopted new film classifica¬ 
tion categories. 

Alberta Community Develop¬ 
ment views and rates all films be¬ 
fore they are screened publicly in 
the province. The new film classi¬ 
fication system maintains the 
General (G), Parental Guidance 
(PG) and Restricted (R) catego¬ 
ries, as well as the Mature (M) 
category, which changes in name 
only to 14A. The new system also 
uses two additional ratings, 18A 
and Adult (A). 

Albertans will begin seeing the 
new classifications in movie thea¬ 
tres and movie listings beginning 
in December 1997. Commu¬ 
nity Development Minister 
Shirley McClellan said the new 
categories will be especially help¬ 
ful to parents. 

“Albertans will now have more 
information about a film’s con¬ 
tent, so they can make informed 
decisions about which films are 
appropriate for their children. 

“Because films and videos are 
rated by different authorities us¬ 
ing different classification systems, 
there has been no consistency 
between film and video ratings, 
even for the same titles. Stand¬ 
ardizing Alberta’s film classifica¬ 


tion categories with those used by 
the Canadian Home Video Rating 
System and by other western prov¬ 
inces will reduce customer confu¬ 
sion about multiple ratings.” 

Alberta’s new film classifica¬ 
tion categories are effective De¬ 
cember 1, 1997. 

The board responsible for film 
classification will continue to pro¬ 
vide information captions to make 
film patrons aware of specific con¬ 
tent they might choose to avoid. 

General (G) Suitable for view¬ 
ing by all ages. 

Parental Guidance (PG) Pa¬ 
rental guidance is advised. Theme 
or content may not be suitable for 
all children.

Movies come and movies go. 
Every week in the major cin¬ 
emas in Calgary, two, three or 
four potential blockbusters 
open trying to vie for top spot 
on the box office receipts.

Atom Egoyan is no stranger 
to this type of film. As a Cana¬ 
dian filmmaker he has brought 
such films asExoticaandSpeak- 
ing Parts to the big screen only 
to see them quickly disappear 
amidst critical acclaim, but box 
office failure. 

With Egoyan's latest film, 
The Sweet Hereafter this may 
be the last time the Egyptian- 
born, Toronto resident ever 
works with such small films 
again. 

The Sweet Hereafter won 
the Grand Prix, equivalent to 
second place, at the Cannes 
film festival last year, a prize 
never bestowed on a Canadian 
film before. 


The movie, which was filmed 
in Kitimat, B.C., and in Ontario 
follows a town’s awakening when 
the school bus carrying the town's 
children crashes and kills al¬ 
most everyone aboard. 

Starring Sarah Polley of Road 
to Avonlea fame, Ian Holm and 
Egoyan's wife Arsinee Khanjian, 
the movie picks up with Holm's 
character arriving in town after 
the accident as a big-city lawyer 
promising to find someone to pay 
for the tragedy. 

He travels between homes con¬ 
vincing grieving parents to find 
the blame for the accident in the 
company who manufactured the 
bus. He convinces them that 
though money won't bring their 
children back, it will hurt those 
who hurt their children. 

The Sweet Hereafter is a movie 
that translates to any small town 
and puts the viewer in the posi¬ 
tion, "what would you do?" 

What would you do if all the 
children in your town died in a 
horrible bus accident? How 
would you cope with the realiza¬ 
tion that 14 innocents lost their 
lives? 

It was Khanjian who gave 
Egoyan Russell Banks' novel of 


the same name as a gift and he 
quickly fell in love with the 
story and was upset to learn 
the rights had already been pur¬ 
chased by an American movie 
studio. He managed to meet 
the author and stuck out a long 
waiting period when the Ameri¬ 
can studio chose not to make 
the film, the story became his. 
He decided to take it upon him¬ 
self to write the script. 

In a movie that is uncompro¬ 
mising in its treatment of diffi¬ 
cult subject matter, Egoyan's 
writing envelopes the viewer in 
a world that is a lot like home. 

Egoyan was recently quoted 
in the Calgary Herald saying, 
"(In my other movies) I'd sug¬ 
gest that (theaudience) let them¬ 
selves be seduced by the person¬ 
ality of the film, but not neces¬ 
sarily identify with the charac¬ 
ters." 

Identification with everyone 
n The Sweet Hereafter is es¬ 
sential to the coherency of the 
film. 

The Sweet Hereafter is a 
movie worth driving into the 
city to see or waiting for it to 
come out on video, just be care¬ 
ful on the roads.
